2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the specific 
limitations of "thus leaving the front of said gold dust debris space open and accessible" 
in the combination as claimed in claim 1 , "thus leaving the front of said gold dust debris 
space open and accessible" and "a second air exhaust ... of said first side part" in the 
combination as claimed in claims 22, 23 and 24 are not anticipated nor made obvious 
by the prior art of record in the examiner's opinion. For example, De Beer'3,307,299 
discloses a device for regaining diamond grinding debris comprising a circular shroud 

1 1 with an exhaust port 19. Debeer does not disclose a front area of the lap wheel 3 
being open and accessible. 
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Luden'1 ,398,892 discloses a dust collecting device comprising a shroud formed by 
casing 1 and wire mess 1 1 . In Figure 3, casing 1 is formed with opening 20, registering 
with the opening in the wire mess of the cylinder, to permit access to the polishing 
wheel. A primary air exhaust 2 is formed at the bottom of casing 1 . Luden does not 
show a secondary air exhaust.
